Gentlemen* 

I  herev/ith  present  to  you  my  Thirty-first  Annual  Report 
of  the  Sanitary  circumstances  of  the  District.  The  accumulation 
of  repairs  is  a  growing  quantity  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour* 
only  very  urgent  repairs  are  possible  such  as  burst  pipes*  leaking 
drains  and  defective  roofs.  linen  house  building  is  in  full  swing 
this  position  will  be  aggravated*

There  were  three  hundred  and  seventeen  houses  inspected* 
two  hundred  and  sixty-three  were  inspected  owing  to  tne  occurrence 
of  infectious  disease*  nineteen  were  inspected  under  trie  housing 
Recusations  and  thirty-five  were  ordinary  inspections.  Other 
inspections  mc.de  are  shot®  in  Table  "A”  and  nuisance,  abated  arc 
shown  in  Table  nBH  .  There  were  three  nuno.rca  and  fifteen  informal 
notices  and  one  Statutory  notice  issued.

The  water  supply'  has  been  satisfactory  in  quantity  and 
Duality.  The  piped  supply  is  provided  by  the  Rochdale  and  01  aha./ 
Corporations.  The  water  is  supplied  direct  to  the  houses,  there 
are  no  stand  pipes  in  this .District.  Corporation  water  was 
supplied  to  the  Bull’s  Head  Public  House,  Lane bottom,  and  six 
houses  Nos.  Ip,  15,  1 7 ,  19,  21  and  '21  Lnnebottom.  Out  of  2900 
houses  there  are  2695  houses  with  Corporation  water,  with  an 
estimated  population  of  6700.
